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dence of ourreall Intentions, We 
have this Day delivered up 'the 
Poſſeſſion of the Tower, tothe 
Honourable Speaker of Parlia- 
ment, and other Worthy Per- 
ſons on the behalf of the 'Parlis- 


ment.
